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Fall planted trees make some new root growth before winter sets in and the 
earth becomes firmly packed about the roots during the winter months. As a re- 
sult of this. they make an early. vigorous start the following spring. which is so 


essential for best results. The fall 


planting season begins just as soon as the 


trees and bushes reach a dormant condition, which is usually about the middle of Oc- 
tober, and extends until the ground freezes solid.
